DIPLOMATIC SCANDAL. 


Seiimational Statements in the Figaro 
_Attributed to Fleurens. 2

Paris, March 81.—The latest diplomatic 
scandal arises from an article published in 
the Figaro and attributed to M. Flour. 
ens, ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
In this article it was charged 
that the Government, when M. Jules Ferry 
was Premier and Baron De Couresl, 
French Ambassador to Germany, was sub- 
servient to Prince Bismarck, and sought to 
orm an alliance against England. 

The crisis was reached to-day when Baron 
DeCourcel published a letter of protest. On 
the other hand, the Figaro asserts that it can 
prove from official documents that all the al- 
legations made are true. 

It is said that a committee composed of 
the chief officials of the foreign office will 
consider the expediency of prosecuting M. 
Fiourens on the charge of wrongful use of 
documents belonging tothe archives of the 
foreign office. 


SENTENCED To HANG. (| 


Harry Jones, One of the Murderers et 
Mme. Wright im Kansas City. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 81.—Harry Jones, 
one of the murderers of Mme, Wright, the 
employment agent, was sentenced this morn- 
ing by Judge Woffard inthe Oriminal Court 
to de hanged inthis city Tuesday morning, 
May 22. 

It was shortly after 7 o’clock the evening 
of Saturday Sept. 9, that the murder became 
known. The janitor of the Hall §Bullding, 


which stands at the junction in the 
very heart of the city, entered Mme, 
Wright’s room to sweep out, and 


found ner dead on the floor, her face crushed 
in, feet Dound and her hands tied behind her. 
Dress badly torn and her head in a pool of 
blood. Discoloration onthe throat showed 
that she had been strangledtodeath. The 
crime, committed ina publicgbuilding, and 
atatime when the streets were thronged, 
created a sensation. Twenty-four hours 
later the murderers, Harry Jones and John 
Clark were in custody. Both confessed, 
Jones had stolen the woman’s money and

Proposition Which Was Made to the dyn 
dicate President and the Modifications 
on Which He Insisted— What the K. ot 
L. Leaders Say—Mr. Milburn Makes a 
Statement. 


Mr. Robert Mil rn of the English Brewery 
Syndicate, has returnea an adverse answer 
tothe proposition made by represeatatives 
of the local brewery employes’ unions for a 
settlement of the troubie between these 
unions and the syndicate brewerles. This 
morning’s mall Drought to Mr. H. B. Martin 
and Mr. J. A. Writ of the General Execu 
tive Board of the Mpigtts of Lavor, a letter 
from Mr. Milburn, refusing to agree to the 
proposition submited, and offering, if the 
Knights would ive two of the points in 
that proposition, t meet with them to dis- 
| Said Mr. Martin, in re- 
of the negotiations: 

We met Mr. and explained to 
him that two of ding breweries of St. 
Louis had agreed our proposition, and all 
we asked was he syndicate breweries 
do the same. We ud not desire to put the 
syndicate breweries at any disadvantage at 
all. Mr. Milburn gaid tnat he would lay our 
proposition before the people here and see 
what could be After that interview 
we received a let nforming us that if we 
would abandon tie two main points in 
our agreement the other brewerles, 
and thus give hig @yndicate an advantage 
ros, he would agree to 
nfer upon the other 
points involved. is was practically ask- 
ing us to Giscrimingte against our friends 
and ia favor of our Opponents. We replied 
that we were willigg to meet with him and 
arbitrate the point in dispute one by one, 
bat his last letter, g@ceived after he had left 
the city, adhered to his original counter- 
proposition. What Mr.Mflburn proposed was 


(I) that we should aliow the syndicate 
to retain the nom-uniof men they now 
have and the union men

locked out; and (2) that the Syndicate should 
not be required to hire men through the 
union labor bureau, &s the other breweries 
do. Thesetwo concessions would give the 
Syndicate a right to discriminate against 
union men, and rear we could not con- 
sent.’

Secretary of the Syndicate Browerise In- 
terviewed in Lonaon. 


Lox pon, March 31.—In an interview, the 
Secretary of the English syndicate of St. 


Louis brewers said he did not think the 
threat of the Brewers’ Unionand the Knights 
of Labor to boycott the breweries would 
have any serious results. The union, 
he said, had called their men out on 
strike,and many of these employes had come 
with — rs in their eyes and explained that 
— 4 not want to go out, but were com- 

lied to obey the orders of the executive 
— of the union. Since the breweries 
had employed free labor in preference to 
union labor, the union had become greatly 
em bittered against them, Dut the union had 
not deen able, nor would they ever be able 
to coerce the pacagers of the breweries into 
treating with them. 

** The free laborers are well paid and per- 
fectly satisfied,’’ de said; ‘‘we do not expect 
any trouble with our workmen nor our cus- 
tomers, and have no fear of the threats that 
have been made against us.

They dared not 
cut wages while acting as mere managers 
and administrators of their own property, 
so they got themselves appointed receiv- 
ers, taking it for granted that the judge 
would follow precedent and help them to 
consummate their little schemes. 

Judge Caldwell declares that he will see 
that the employes are properly compen- 
sated and their wages shall not be cut to 
admit of payment of dividends. Then he 
reminds the ringsters that of the $109,000, - 
000 debt saddled on the property 78, 000, 000 
represents profits on construction, that is, 
pure water. To a plain man it does seem 
right that interest on this flat debt should 
be postponed until after the employes are 
provided with fair wages. And Judge 
Caldwell is a plain man—a very plain man, 
blunt and uncompromising in warfare 
against highway robbery. 

The Judge has gone to the root of the 
question. The issue is whether the 
debt due the men who put in their actual 
capital, their brain and muscle, shall be 
paid, or whether it shall be scaled in order 
to pay the fiat unjust and wicked draft 
made by the wreckers and adventurers. 
This is the issue in nearly every one of 
these receivership cases, and it is well 
that Judge Caldwell has stated it so 
plainly.

DEMOCRATIC FAILURE 

The Republican press is fond of asserting 
the incapacity of the Democratic party to 
conduct the Government and of ascrib- 
ing this incapacity to peculiar qualities 
in its leaders and its principles, which 
renders the organization powerless to ac- 
complish its ends. The conclusion of a 
long articlein a Republican organ on the 
failure of Democratic leaders to carry out 
their programme is thus summed up: 

Their proceedings are lacking inthe sort 
of sagacity that adjusts circumstances to ac- 
curate and profitable uses. A fatality of dis- 
appointment attends their plans and enter- 
prises. They encounter fallure where the 
Republicans would win a victory, and all 
their efforts fall short of justifying their 
promises and professions. 

itis true that there is a wide difference 
in the sort of governments which the 
Democratic party and the Republican 
party give the people, because there is a 
wide difference in the view of govern- 
ment held by the representatives 
of the two parties.

The ‘‘fatality of disappointment which 
attended Democratic plans and 
enterprises’’ is easily explained. The 
cause has been clearly demonstrated at 
Washington this winter. The Democratic 
party is not united in principles, plans 
and purposes, It is divided in counsels 
and is composed of heterogeneous ele- 
ments which make harmonious 4ac- 
tion impossible.

ONLY ANOTHER SCANDAL. 


The Carnegie armor plate scandal is one 
which cannot be smothered. The first esti- 
mate of the damage to the Government 
was something more than $1,000,000. The 
revised estimate of the Secretary of the 
Navy, made after investigation, was $500, - 
000, which he reduced to $400,000. This 
was cut by the President to $140,000, who 
gave the Carnegie company the benefit of 
every doubt and aecepted Frick’s baby 
plea of ignorance instead of the direct and 
clear testimony of those who knew. 

In justice to the President, who treated 
them with so much leniency, the Carne- 
gies should at once institute a prosecution 
against the offenders and locate the blame, 
They have escaped with a nominal fine and 
the Government has suffered a loss of per- 
haps three-quarters of a million. They 
were legally responsible for the full amount 
of damage, and the contract itself might 
have been forfeited. But on the plea that 
they as well as the Government were vic- 
tims of some rascally employes, the case is 
allowed to drop and the tax-payers, as 
usual, are the only sufferers. All the facts 
are wanted and can be brought out only by 
a criminal action. This will prove whether 
or not the employes so love their masters 
that they are willing to sacrifice their 
honor to swell the income of the Lord of 
Cluney Castle. 

But the most interesting feature in the 
case is not the pecuniary loss to the people, 
but the exhibition of plutocratic influence 
in high places. The incident would have 
created no surprise under a Republican 
administration, because that party has for 
many years lived and moved and had its 
being in an atmosphere of cash. But even 
aiter Van Alen and Olney there were Dem- 
ocrats who believed that ina plain issue 
between the power of wealth and the 
claims of right a Democratic President 
would be found on the side of right. They 
were mistaken. The plutocracy seems to 
be as influential with Cleveland as it was 
with Harrison. There is no difference 
between the two except in name and party 
denomination. : 

The armor plate scandal is added to the 
Olney and Van Alen insultsand to the 
Pacific railroad outrage as further evidence 
of the subservience of Democratic leaders 
to the power of mere wealth.

Female Doctors. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

I read Dr. Vaback’s letter in to-day’s Post- 
DISPATCH with considerable astonishment. 
She writes asa woman crazed with anger, 
and the Sole purpose of her communication 
seems to be an aftempt to prove that woman 


alone should treat the ills of mankind. Dr. 
Vaback says: *‘I have seen all kinds of dis- 
eases treated and all kind of operations per- 
formed on man in the presence of the Super- 
intendent and male student pea it mever 
once - brought the blush Shame to my 
cheeks,*’ Possibly not, but ‘are women 
to whose cheeks the blush ame would 
be Drought by such things, andiIthink the 
average man would rather have for wife and 
mother the woman who would blush for 
shame at such things, than the woman who 
would not. 

A comparison between Dr. Vaback’s letter 
and my communication of Wednesday will 
serve to show that she does not even know 
what it contains, brief as it is, or if she 
does deliberately preverts its meaning. In 
the first place, it was not a tirade against 
woman physicians. I merely objected to 
their practicing in the City Hospital from a 
moral standpoint. To practice, as Dr. 
Vaback would have them, in the City Hos- 

ital a woman must necessarily adopt a 
ower standard of moralsthan is consistent 
with womanly modesty and virtue. Any- 
one who is at all familiar with the duties 
of a physician at the City Hospital will 
agree, unless it is some unnatural woman, 
like Dr. Vaback. that this is true.

Dr. Vaback contends 
that it is both indecent and immoral for a 
man to treat a woman, but in the next sen- 
tence sheinsists that woman should treat 
man. Now, whichisthe more immoral or 
indecent—for man to treat woman or woman 
to treat man? Dr. Vaback’s ideas of morality 
are peculiar. She evidently believes that 
women alone should act as physicians, and 
that such a divinity doth hedge’’ her in, 
that whatever she does or whatever diseases 
she treats, nothing will be either immoral 
or ihdecent. : 

Again I ask in the name of morality and 
decency, that the application of the mis 
guided claim of the Woman's Medical Col- 
lege be refused by the Board of Health. If 
they must have hospital practice, there is 
the Female Hospital. No self-respecting 
woman physician would ask to practice any- 
where but among her own sex. If any mem- 
bers of the Board of Health have daughters, 
let them stop a Moment and think as to how 
they would like them treating many of the 
cases physicians at any hospital have to 
treat.

Senators interested in them will doubtless 
try to have considered before the tariff is 
taken up to the extent of engrossing all the 
time of the Senate. Senator, Voorhees will 
undoubtedly make his opening speech in 
support of the bil] and will be followed by 
Senator Allison on behalfof the Republican 
side of the chamber during the week, and it 
is probable that a few other speeches will be 
made on both sides, but it ig the general 
opinion of Sénators that the week will not 
exhaust a great portion of the speechmak- 
ing which the bill will surely develop. 

Democrats and Republicans naturally differ 
widely in their estimates of the time required 
for the disposal of the bill. The more san- 
quine of the Democratic members of the 
Finance Committee place the time at a 
month, and one of them said to-day in hig 
opinion the fate of the bill would be known 
within three or four weeks of the beginning 
of consideration. Republican Senators gen- 
erally laughat this estimate and some of 
them go so far as to say that the bill will be 
on the calendar next November. It is under- 
stood that this talk on both sides is largely 
for effect, but back of it there is a desire and 
a purpoge on tke part of the Democrats to 
have the bill disposed of at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment, while the Republicans 
mean to hold off as long as there is any possi- 
bility of encompassing its defeat. 

The Democrats also base their calculations 
upon their present intention of making com- 
paratively few speeches, and of thus not 
affording the Republicans any more ammu- 
nition thanthe bill itself gives. Their op- 
ponents, on the other hand, are counting up- 
on Going a great deal of talking and of draw- 
ing the friends ot the bill into controversy 
despite themselves, and thus forcing them to 
aid inthe consumption of time. 

The Democrats are not so positively sure of 
passing the bill as is generally supposed, and 
they realize that there are two or three shoals 
that are likely to give them considerabie 
trouble. The most serious of them are the 
sugar scheduls and the income tax. There 
will unquestionabl7 be a determined effort on 
the part of the Eastern element on the Demo- 


cratic side of the Senate to defeat the income 
tax, and the champions of that diil realize 
that ifthe Republican Senators -hould stand 
out solidly against the tax it would de- 
feated. They count upon losing about ten 
Demoeratic votes on the amendment sure to 
be offered for the elimination of this part of 
the bill, but they think they will 
get an equal number of votes in favor of its 
retention from among Western Republican 
Senators. They also say that whatever 
course the Populists may pursue when it 
comes to acting upon the Dill as a Whole, they 
will Band solidly with the income tax. Con- 
sequently they feel comparatively secure 
with reference tothis part of the bill. Still 
there is an element of uncertainty about it 
of sufficient potentiality to render the pros- 
pects at least interesting to the onlooker and 
to the Senators themselves. 

Senators Hilland McPherson of the Demo- 
cratic side of the chamber have already 
given notice of their intention to antagonize 
the income tax, and are both preparing 
speeches against it, which will be heard at 
an early stage of the debate.

the honor to say thatthe United States was 
not a party to the proceedings referred to, 
and was without notice of them until after 
they had been taken; that there is a grave 
doudt as to the validity of such proceedings 
so far as the United States is concerned, and 
that in their practical, if not their technical, 
operation and effect, such proceedings must 
be regarded as tending to seriously prejudice 
the interest of the United States as protected 
and secured by existing laws. The only ac- 
tion yet taken by me in the premises has 
been the employment of the Hon, George 
Hoadley of New York as special counsel for 
the United States—an employment rendered 
necessary by the fact that the entire force of 
the Department of Justice is no more than 
adequate tothe current demands upon it. 
and that the complexity of the affair of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Co., the important 
questions raised by the receivership and the 
enormous indebtedness of the company to 
the United States requires that its interests 
should receive the continuous and almost 
exclusive attention of competent counsel. 
It is more than probable that the proper 
protection of the interests of the United 
States will be found to call for special legis- 
lation by Congress. But until further in- 
vestigation and knowledge both of the facts 
and of the law involved, it would be unwise 
— attempt to indicate the precise legislation 
ed. Upon that 8 object, there - 
fore, I shall, with the leave of the "House, 
make an additional report to it, at as early a 
day as possible.
